The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest an exterior rear view mirror for a 
vehicle comprising a base for mounting on a vehicle body; a housing pivotally mounted on said 
base for angular movement about a first pivot axis; at least one rib integrally formed within the 
interior of said housing; a carrier contained within said housing and pivotally mounted to said at 
least one rib for pivoting about a second axis; a reflective member mounted on said carrier; a 
mounting member connected to said at least one rib and contained within said housing; an 
electric motor mounted on said mounting member, said electric motor having an output shaft 
selectively operable to cause angular movement of said housing about said first pivot axis at a 
first discrete speed and at a second discrete speed; a controller adapted to control the electric 
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motor to selectively drive said housing about said first pivot axis either at a first discrete speed or 
at a second discrete speed which is faster than said first discrete speed; and wherein said exterior 
mirror further includes a counter for counting the number of revolutions of said electric motor, as 
recited in claim 20, lines 3-19.
